ANTON JOHANNSEN, organizer of 
the state buil@ing trades council. 

J. B. MUNSEY, Head of the Salt 
Lake City local union of bridge and 
ateuctural ironworkers, of which or- 
ganization John J. McNamara, now 
serving a fifteen year sentence in 
San Quentin prison, was internation- 
41 secretary~-treasure? at the time of 
his confession. 

The specific case charged against the men 
is the transportation. of explosives in con- 
nection with the dynamiting of the Llewellyn 
iron works here Dec. 2, 1910. 

Six Other Men Indicted. 

E. A. Clancey, formerly business agent of 
the structural tron workers’ union in San 
Francisco, was charged with the ame of- 
tense in the same indictment, but has not 
been arrésted. In addition to these four, 
five other men were named in the indictment 
—Ortie McManigal, confessed accomplice of 
the MaNeifaras and chief agent of the ted - 
eral grand jury in gathering evidence; the 
two McNamara brothers, and David Kaplan, 
and one Schmidt, the alleged confederates of 
James B. McNamara in the blowing up of 
the Los Angeles Ti'nes bullding. 

Tvietmoe, Johannsen, and Munsey ob 
tained bail in the sum of $5,000 each. Hd- 
‘ward A. Regan, deputy United States attor- 
ney, approved the bonds and agreed with 
Attorney Job Harriman, who represented the 

accused men, that the arraignment should 
not take place before next Tuesday.

Dele- 
gates to these district conventions will be 

chosen by county conventions hela on April 
15, and composed of the precinct committee- 
men elected directly on April 9. 

Only the precinct committeemen residing 
within the respective congressional districts 
in Cook county will be entitled to participate 
in the election of the delegates to the con- 
gressional conventions from those districts. 

The congressional conventions are set by 
law for April 17, and as a matter of political 
procedure, in nearly all the districts, except 
possibly two or three in Chicago where there 
may be a close showdown, the slates for na- 
tional Gelegates and alternates, presidentis! 
electors, and members of the state commit- 
tees are as easily framed now as after the 
primaries. 

Gives Proxy, Withdraws It. 

This is the view taken by the Lorimerites 
and a complete gumshoe campaign is now 
believed to be under way to achieve the re- 
sult indicated above. 

It is remembered Frank O. Lowden was 
elected the Illinois member of the national 
committee in 1908 after a sharp battle in the 
Illinois delegation, and that he turned his 
proxy over ultimately to Senator Lorimer. 
Not long before the meeting of the national 
committee to fix the place and date of the 
convention, Col. Lowden withdrew his proxy 
from Lorimer and acted personally in the 
deliberations. However, as was noted by 
local politicians, he was not made a member 
of the committee on arrangements notwith- 
standing the fact that Chicago was made the 
convention city. 

Now Senator Lorimer wants the committee- 
ship in his own right, the report goes, for 
more reasons thah one, and the story is that 
the Lorimerites have picked up two or three 
Egyptian districts tentatively, while the 
Deneen forces were attending to other mat- 
ters.

Harrison at His Office. 

Mayor Harrison spent the morning in his 
office at the city hall.

Pageant Exhibit Shows Superior- | 
ity of Native Painters. 


RISING ARTISTS WIN PLACE. 


Institute Display of 148 Pictares Al- 
‘most Modern Throughout. 


BY HARRIET MONROE. 

The Joan exhibition of portraits, which win 
open privately tomorrow night with a stately 
pegeant of all nations, and publicly next 
morning, consists of 148 pictures besides 
four groups of miniatures. 

The exhibition is modern, except in the 
central gallery, where eight fine old English 
portraits from the Hall McCormick collec- 
tion are shown, with two early Americans 
by Gilbert Stuart and one by John Jackson. 

The McCormick pictures, some of them, 
have been shown here before, but so long ago 


as to be new to most obeervers. They in- 
clude two women by Reynolds the eeated 
figure of Mre. Baldwin in oriental costume, 
and the Lady Turner, rather plaintive &s 
she stands in her red gown with a blue shawl 
on one shoulder. The “ Eiizabeth For- 
tescue.” by Gainsborough, is a beautiful ex- 
ample; the typical eighteenth century woman 
of fashion. with high coiffure and sloping 
shoulders outlined against rich dark foliage 
beside a classic pillar. Raeburn's Jean 
is seated against thick foliage with a rift 
of sky; a wistful face and @ figure noble and 
powerful in its blue and white drapertes. 
Raeburn’s portrait of a man, Dr. Welsh 
Tennent,” is another strong and vital char- 
acterization. “ Mies Barron,” by Lawrence, 
is a beautiful study of a young girl, delicate 
in ber white gown. and ringleted hair, with 
white plumes falling over her black hat. 
The two portraits of men by Ople are excel- 
lent examples, both quite dark in tone. 


Orpen’s Picture Best of Works. 
These pictures, all golden-giazed by time, 
make a brave showing on the south wall. 


— Near them is the rich rubicund face of Gen. 


Dearbora, by Gilbert Stuart, an admirable 
example of the early American master. And 
beyond is Duveneck's epirited portrait of 
himself in monochrome, and one or two other 
sketches which hold their own well in the au- 
gust company of their English elders. 

An overwhelming majority of all the pie- 
tures shown are by American painters, a fact 
which gives evidence of a gratifying change 
in public taste since the days, not long ago, 
when Americans thought they bad to go 
abroad to be painted. 

In the English group. besides our familiar

Mann, ate four painters now conspicuous in 
London but quite dew to Chicago—Wiliam 
Orpen, George W. Lambert, William Nichol- 
non, and Charles H. Shannon, who should 
not be confused with the American J. J. 
Shannon, also a resident of London and also 
represented in this exhibition. 


Old Pictures Make Bold Showing. 

Mr. Orpen’s portrait, of a lady (No. 101) 
comes from one of the leaders among the 
younger British. painters who started the 
New English Art club fifteen years or more 
ago, and who are now on the crest of the 
wave. It is one of the best things I hay« 
seen from him, a much better picture than 
that which won the first prise of $1,500 at the 
Pittsburgh show of 191Q Mr. Orpen, Uke so 
many English leaders, is Irish, and the hu- 
man woman he paints may be Irish, too. 
He shows his feeling for line in the arrange- 
ment ot her dftaperiés and for color in their 
harmony of lavender and blue. 

Charles H. Shannon’s woman, in the round 
frame, is intensely English; a serious, ques- 
tioning face against the richly toned back- 
ground of a cushion and other objects; «a 
sumptuous, rather poetic characterization of 
a beautiful woman. Lambert's large family 
group with the pony is intensely individual; 
at first it seems overdone, overrich, but in 
the end it will justify Kself to most observ- 
ere. 


Masterpieces in Little Gallery, 

In little gallery 26 connoisseurs will delight 
to linger. Here are Renoir, Degas, Besnard, 
here are Raffaelli and Mancini, Miss Cassatt 
and Zandomeneghi, and here are three in- 
sinuating Whistiers. The “Lady at « 
Plano,“ by Renoir, is one of the most lyric 
pictures this childlike master ever painted; 
as fresh and thrilling as Blake's Songs 
of- Innocence. Degas’ Ballet Girl " blooms 
like a flower, and Besnard’s smiling lady 
has all the shimmering beauty of color for 
which this great modern is noted. Miss 
Cassatt is here at her best with a Mother 
and Child,”” and Raffaelli's Little Girl 
Dressing is enchanting, a picture true, 
exquisite, and as individual as a signature. 

Two Italians in this room have just reached 
Chicago. Zandomeneghi, with two pastel 
groups of most delicate and perstiasive 
charm; and Mancini, with a rather forbid- 
ding but vital Man with a Battle.” Mans 
cini, the peagant painter of rude and rocky 
style end rampageous color, a man modest, 
but much alive, whose retiring person and 
bold genius were only recently discovered 
in Europe and hardly yet in America. 


Whistler Leads Americans, 

Whistler leads the Americans with his three 
portraits. The one of Mr. Eddy is familiar, 
but the others are new. The Miss Woakes ” 
is unusually rich in color, expressive of a 
rich and deep character; yet quiet and rest- 
ful withal—a beautiful picture. The study 
of a child in rose and brown” ig more 
Whistlerian, one of his evasive, elusive Httle 
things, as lovely and as fragile as iridescent 
glass from a tomb. 

From living American painters we have a 
long array of interesting pictures. Many of 
these represent the usual style of artists fa- 
miliar In recent exhibitions. Cecelia. Beaux, 
Irving Wiles, Gari Melchers John W. Alex- 
ander, Adelaide Chase, Ellen Emmet Rand. 
Charles Hopkinson, James Emmet von Glehn

Made Eligible to Graded Serv- 
ice and Increasing Salaries 
Under Merit. Rules.

Vacations and Bonds of Employes’ 

Also Put Under Control of 


on New. System. 


Clerks in the seryice of the city are to be 
given a New Year’s present which to do per 
cent of them will be a surprise. 

One year ago Chicago business men were 
condemning the “hopelessness” of the 
municival clerk, criticising the fact that 
there was ahead of him no future such ils 
faced by employés of private corporations. 
The new system provides practically for 
automatic Increases in salary for each year 
of service with the city and a system of 
graded compensation that will enable the 
$840 clerk to rise to a $3,000 or $4,000 salary 
if his efficiency increases with his experi- 
ence, 

The plan was put in effect yesterday. It 
was adopted by the civil service commission 
two weeks ago with a rule that its regula- 
tlons go into force two weeks thereafter. 
Clerks now in the service must depend for 
promotion upon the lines laid down “and 
every one to enter the service after Jan. 1 
will take up his duties on the new basis. 


Includes the Engineers. : 

This standardization of salaries includes 
the engineering branch of municipal employ- 
ment as well as clerical. The action is made 
more binding by an ordinance approved by 
the council committee on finance. 

The efficiency division of the civil service 
commission has been working for two years 
cn this plan. 

Two other ordinances control Vacations and 
bonding of employés. Of these the first fixes 
fourteen days as the vacation period of all 
employés of more than a year’s standing and 
restricts “sick leaves“ to those granted upon 
phyeicians’ sertificates. Hitherto vacations 
have ranged from one.to six weeks and “sick 
leaves“ have been taken as prolonged ya- 
cations through favoritism. 

The bonding ordinance systematizes the 
sureties of employés handling money. It 
provides that these men.and women must 
give surety bonds at their own expense, the 
emount being fixed by the ordinance. In ad- 
dition an emergency fund ef $50,000 is created 
for the reimbursement of the treasury from 
possible losses, thereby giving a double safe- 
guard. It prescribes the form of bond and 
establishes systematic periods for their ex- 
piration:. The experts assert virtually all the 
rresent bonds are worthless because of their 
wording and there is no efficial record of 
them. For forty years the city has spent 
more than $1,000,000 for employés’ bonds and 
has recovered only $450. 


Divided in Right Grades. 

The “‘ automatic compensation” code di- 
vides the clerical service into eight grades, 
ranging from office attendant and page to 
such posts as those of assistant city treas- 
urer and deputy controller. Each grade is 
divided into “ groups,” according to salaries 
given after successive years of service, This 
code, together with the bond and vacation 
ordinances, were prepared under supervision 
of J. L. Jacobs of the efficiency division. 

“ As an example of the way the plan works 
out,“ sald Mr. Jacobs, “suppose we take 
John Doe, a clerk or bookkeeper. He enters 
the third grade as a junior clerk, junior 
bookkeeper, or in some similar capacity 
placed ‘in the grade by the civil service com- 
mission. He then is classified under group 
D and receives $840 a year for the first year. 
At the end of that year if he has proved 
efficient he is promoted to a salary of $960. 
At the end of his second year he fs given 
$1.06 and two years later ie eligible to a 
salary of $1,200. 

Goes Into Higher Grade. 

“At this time his next step upward would 
be into grade IV., in which are placed senior 
clerks, senior bookkeepers, and employés in 
positions of similar duties and requirements. 
Here the salaries are $1,820, $1,440, $1,500, and 
$1,680. 

“To be eligible for the firet of these he 
must take an examination, but it must be 
understood that at any time that a man is 
in grade III. he can take the examination 
for grade IV. That is, he need not walt until 
he has reached the top salary in a grade 
before he can endeavor to get into the next 
higher grade above him. This is where his 
efficiency will be tested. 

“From the grade of senior clerk, bock - 
keeper, or stenographer, the employé can 
work into the next grade, number V.—that 
for principal clerks, principal stenographers, 
and other special positions such as that of 
real estate agent and special assessment ex- 
aminer. The salaries here range from $1,800 


to $2,160. Grade VI. includes cashiers, head 


clerks, head accountants, and a number of 
special positions. The salaries range from 
$2,340 for. the first two years, and $2,700 for 
the third and fourth years, to $2,700 for the 
fifth and succeeding years. 
Salary $3,000 in Next Grade. 
“ Grade VII. includes administrative pon - 


2 $4,020, - ~and includes a limited number 

of special positions in a number of depart- 
‘mente such as assistant city treasurer, 
deputy city collector, and deputy controller.”

Princess Alexandra and Princess Maud 
have the further distinction of being the 
only ladies in the kingdom who have a pres- 
pect of becoming duchesses in their own 
rigtt, the one being heiress presumptive of 
her father’s dukedom and her sister second 
heiress presumptive. 

The descent of the British dukedom is or- 
dinarily limited to males, though there has 
been more than one instance of a woman be- 
ing created a. duchess in her own right. A 
case in point was that great heiress, the 
Countess of Buccleuch, who on her marriage 
to James Duke of Monmouth, was created 
Duchess of Buccleuch in her own right, and 
so her title was unaffected by her husband's 
attainder.

The kings of Spain and of Italy have adopt- 
ed the kaiser’s system, but in a more dras- 
tig form, since it affects not only newly 
created titles of nobility but also those which 
have been inherited from a long line of an- 
cestors. Thus, on the death of every pos- 
vere of @ title, whether modern or ancient, 

heir has first of all to establish his rights 
of succession _ thereto, under the laws of 
primogeniture, in the male line direct, in 
Italy. In Spain the claims of a son to the 
honors which have belonged to his mother 
by her birth, are admitted. Once these pre- 
tensions are established to the satitsfaction 
of the royal department of heraldry (con- 
sulta reale heraldica) in Rome, and to its 
sister institution at Madrid, the relatively 
heavy fees, in the shape of stamp duties, 
have to be paid for the succession of each 
separate title. 

But that is not all. After the dues have 
been paid, it remains for the sovereign, as 
the “fountain of honor” to grant the 
patent authorizing the heir to assume the 
family tities. If King Victor Emmanuel or 
Aifonso XIII. chooses to withhold his con- 
gent and his signature to the patent, on the 
ground that the person mentioned therein 
is in his opinion, or in that of his coneti- 
tutional advisers, unworthy of the honors 
concerned, they become dormant, he has to 
do them, and has no redress.

Affairs of the Theater 


in News and Comment.

It has been bruited abroad, and unquestionably to the material 
detriment of Pomander Walk,“ that this play by Mr. L. N. Parker 
is only for the “ elect.” Such things as elustve and “ fragrant” 
and delicate and exquisite have been said about it since Mr, 
Tyler brought it to America in a burst of managerial irony, and 
many of those who care for heft in their plays and playing have 
perhaps felt unequal to an appreciation of its fragile woof. In- 
deed, Mr. Parker himself in the final couplet of the prologue, so 
pleasantly read by his daughter, says that it is half way te 
fairyland,” indicating something soft and tenuous and murmuring, 
like the whispers of a dream. 


Lest some readers of Tue TrisuNe be deterred from attending 


“Pomander Walk by this absurd superstition it should be dis- 
pelled at once. Pomander Walk” is a very ingenious little en- 
tertainment, containing plenty of the “sure fire” stuff, which, 
in the words of the writer who reviewed the play for THs Tam 
UNE, will be as “appealing a century hence as it was a century 
ago.” Bald romance, buffoonery, sentiment, coincidence all 
are there plentifully and they are only partially cloaked by the 
astute Mr. Parker under a veil of “atmospheric” costume and 
dialogue. If one is so inclined one may have the same old thrills 
with the same old lovers in the same old predicaments, and finding 
the same old way out of them. He may laugh at them as they sit 
in the “gazabo” and exchange tender observations with their 
mouths full of muffin, for that is just as funny now as it was when 
Mr. Francis Wilson used to do it in musical plays that were 
not “ exquisite.” Mr. Lennox Pawle will not embarrass him with 


any comic fragilities, as Mr. Polly would say, for Mr. Lennox 


Pawle squeaks and grunts and grimaces as dexterously as almost 
any musical comedy clown. He is amusing, and no one need fear 
that he or the play or his associates are at all “elusive.” It isa 
nice, quiet, obvious play—“ Pomander Walk ”-—as easy to enjoy 
as Mr. Parker’s historical burlesque, “ Disraeli.” But it shouldn't 
be called “ delicate,” even if Mr. Parker intended it to be satire.

Mr. Parker’s achievement in writing a “ comedy of manners” 
that carries to the audience the -pseudo-illusion of another day is 
the more interesting in that no other successful attempt in the 
field has been made since he wrote his Rosemary,” in 1898. 
And even the “ period” of “ Rosemary” was not so remote that 
the middle aged hero of its first acts was not still alive and 
moving, if a bit wabbly, for the finale, with its business of 
the celebration of Queen Victoria's golden jubilee. The failure 
where, with “ Pomander Walk,” Mr. Parker has succeeded, has 
not been for lack of trying. Thus, Clyde Fitch wrote “ His Grace 
de Grammont,” “The Toast of the Town,” and “The Last of 
the Dandies” without success; and in the last named play he 
undertook no greater backward flight of re-creative fancy than 
Mr. Parker himself took last year with Disraeli.“ inasmuch as 
“The Last of the Dandies” was the same Count d’Orsay with 


whom both Disraeli and Lady Blessington hobnobbed. Many | 


theatergoers can easily recall a comedy called 4 Virginia 
Romance,” credited to Eugene Presbrey, in which William H. 
Crane acted in the mid 908 in Chicago. It had a setting of 
colonial rurality that might have been in any other English 
speaking neighborhood as well as Virginia: and the men wore 
silks and satins and small-clothes.

Mr. Belasco’s Eloquent Curtain. 


The curtain to the second act of “ The Woman” probably is 
the most theatrical curtain that is appearing today in a play, so 
tensely does it come down just as the wicked politicians are about 
to put the good little telephone girl on the rack. They are all 
gathered around her—the politicians, the corporation lawyer, and 
her own sweetheart—and she looks very helpless in the midst of 
them, with her secret—a woman’s name—tucked ‘neath her shirt- 
waist; The principal inquisitor asks her a question or two, and 
then_the curtain begins to act. It starts dramatically from the 
flies, or wherever curtains start from, and, with great gravity of 
purpose, descends. The questions proceed; and so does the cur- 
tain. The questions are commonplace enough, but the curtain is 
not. In itself an everyday piece of canvas with a daub on it, 
this curtain, touched by Mr. Belasco’s “wand,” as it is now 
called, is disguised as an important part of the entertainment, 
not a mere arbitrary interruption. The audience wonders what is 
going to happen, and it has plenty of time to wonder, for the 
curtain is moving ever so solemnly. It is not precisely a delib- 
erate curtain, for its motion is seemingly one of stupendous pur- 
pose.

It seems a raised hand, symbolic of something awesome and 
Belascoan. Nothing much happens. The curtain reaches its des- 
tination, finally, after many moments of suspense, and without 
bursting into green flame or sounding distant, silver bells. In 
fact, it intervenes, and stands imperturbable between the audience 
and an engrossing scene in the play. Instead of. witriessing the 
little telephone girl battling bravely with her evil adversaries, the 
spectators are sradually confronted with a blurred fresco of the 
“Little Trianon surrounded by electric automobiles or admoni- 
tions as to one’s choice in chocolates. It matters not. Mr. 
Belasco. is applying to The Woman” the “closed door” treat- 


ment, a device that is said never to have failed. Despite the 


enticements of the Olympic’s entr’acte operator of the xylophone, or 
the call of the barman outside, the spectator remains steadfast 
comparatively steadfast. He is wondering about the proceedings 
behind that curtain, proceedings which he imagines vividly 
transpiring beyond the barrier of paint and canvas. What are 
they doing to the little telephone girl? Is she telling Congress- 
man Jim Blake that the sinning woman he searches for is his 
own danghter, and Gov. Robertson that she is his own wife? 
Or is she herself a switchboard standpatter, refusing to react?

“The Woman” is pretty much of a success ere this curtain gets 
into operation again, and, slowly ascending, discloses the in- 
quisition at white hegt, with the telephone girl firmly reiterating, 
“I won't tell; I won't tell!“ They say that Mr. Belasco spent 
two hours early last Sunday morning rehearsing the tempo of 
this unusual curtain. He stood in the wings— if that is where 
Mr. Belasco stands—with a stop-watch, splitting the seconds on 
its journey, timing it to the thinness of an eyelash. Any curtain 
so beautifully trained and so definitely accomplishing its errand 
deserve a puff. Hence these words! If I were Mr. » hton 
Stevens, I should interview, it.

Inhalation Better than Analysis. 

Everything else exterior in.“ The Woman” is effective propor- 
tionately. Since my error in criticising the detail of the morning 
newspaper in use in the evening has been patiently explained to 
me by an amiable matinée confrére, I hesitate to suspect other 
vivid items in Mr. Belasco’s realistic exhibition. No doubt there 
is reason for the unique location of the telephone switchboard in 
the first act—the center of a hotel parlor—-as there is for the 
unusual inclination of the conservative Associated Press to dis- 
seminate unverified scandal in the second. An impudent news- 


paper analyst has dared to suggest that if the erring woman 


had done the natural thing, and had confessed to her father her 
first and last false step, there would be no play. One does not 
analyze a Belasco play; one inhales it. One inhales it and has 
happy coal-tar dreams of things, not as they are, nor as they 
ought to be, bat as they would be if a wizard or Mr. Belases 
were at the switchboard ‘of the universe.

GREAT BRITAIN AND GERMANY. 
Lord Haldane, the British secretary of 
state for war, in attempting to analyze the 
dificuities in the way of a better “under- 
standing between Germany and Great 
Britain, said that the gulf between the verb 
and the substantive iff the German lan- 
guage ‘had something to do with creating 
the gult between. the German: and his neigh- 
bors. His views were contained in a speech 
recently delivefed at Oxford and now given 
to Americans in The Independent. 

The Germans, he said, understand the 
English better than the English understand 
the Germans, “ They know our literature,” 
he said, and our history much better than 
we do theirs. Shakspeare and Scott are 
almost as familiar to them as they are to 
ourselves. For one Briton that can read 
and speak German there are five Germans 
that can read and speak English. On the 
other hand, they seem to me to know almost 
less of our way of looking at things than we 
‘do of theirs.” 

The German language, the beauty of 
which Lord Haldane praised, is a stumbling. 
Block to the Englishman. Again, the Eng- 
lishman, Lord Haldane thought, offended 
not only Germans but other nations by his

What sort of a theater would 
be the result? All institutions, howsoever 
cheerful thé auspices under which they are 
started, tend to become, in course of years, 
stodgy. This gational theater would be 
stodgy at the outset—eo stodgy that I don’t 
suppose it would tend to become, in course 
of years, stodgier. What of vitality, what 
of any real interest, could be vouchsafed us 
in such a theater? Imagine the dullness, 
the deadness that would result from the 
various highly respectable compromises be- 
tween the minds of the variously highly re- 
spectable governors. The governors, I have 
no doubt, would enjoy their dabblings. But 
£600,000 is a tall price to pay for their fun. 
The fun would not filter through to the com- 
munity. In one way and another we get all 
the performances of Shakspeare that we 
need; and as for “ revivals of whatever else 
is vital in BEmglis# classical drama, what 
else really is vital The School for Scan- 
dal” and “@he Btoops to Conquer live 
by reason of the public's desirg to see this 
and that mime in this and that celebrated 
part. But who, really and truly, in his heart 
of hearts, wants to see a performance of a 
play by Ben Jonson or any other Pliza- 
bethan or Jacobean, or by Congreve or any

other Restorationist? These plays are in- 
teresting curiosities, and many of them may 
be read with enjoyment. But as plays they 
are dead utterly; and a theatrical production 
of any of them is a mere rattling of dry 
bones. Again, what recent plays of great 
merit have been falling into oblivion ’’? 
And when, as 80 very often happens, we see 
@ revival of a play which we admired (say) 
five years ago, are we not invariably ap- 
palled by the shabbiness that has come over 
it, and puzzied to account for our old admira- 
tion? To produce new plays and to further 
the development of the modern. drama 
ah! there is a thing worth doing; a thing 
that ought undoubtedly to be done. But I 
am not—and I hope no one is—quite such a 
fool as to suppose that new young drama- 
tists, with new young ideas and methods in 
their heads, are going to get any help from 
an institution governed by a great number 
of highly respectable gentlemen desperately 
afraid of making a mistake and so lowering 
the prestige of their precious institution. 
What t needed, of course, to further the 
development of the modern drama "' isa quite 
small theater, decently endowed, with one 
enlightened despot to govern !t—for example, 
Mr. Granville Barker. Of course, he could 
not do all the work single handed. He would 
have to have a committee working under 
him. But the less eminent were that com- 
mittee the better it would be for that theater.

SPORT’S PRESTIGE DAMAGED. 


Horsemen Routed from Strongholds 
dy Adverse Legislation. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

Three more states—New York, California, 
and Florida—were taken off the thorough- 
bred racing map in 1911, and the harassed 
follower of the “ sport of kings now oper - 
ates in territory which is becoming more 
and more reStricted each season. 

The loss of New York and California meant 


much to the prestige of the sport. How much 


that the aggregate purse and stake winnings 
of the five leading owners in 1910 amounted 
to $396,933, and in 1011 to $185,528, The ag- 
gregate winnings of the five leading horses 
in 1010 amounted to $171,180 and in 1911 to 
$70,426. It must be remembered in making 
these comparisons, too, that 1910 was a poor 
year compared with previous seasons. 

When the New York state senate and house 
of representatives by close votes refused to 
amend the anti-turf law to exempt directors 
of track associations from liability for 
gambling on thege premises, they effectually 
closed the gates of all New York running 
tracks. The turf powers that be were willing 
to struggle against the handicap of previous 
restrictions placed on betting in an effort 
to perpetuate the sport, but the possibility 
of criminal action caused the big men in 
racing to hoist the white flag. 


California Proves Hostile. 

In California, a court devision the year 
previous had held that the anti-betting law 
did not operate against oral wagers; but 
when @ new set of laws, more stringent and 
apparently with no loophole, was passed by 
the state legislature and went into opera- 
tion on Feb. 15, the Oakland track closed its 
gates. 

The hostile action in Florida followed an 
overdoing of the sport there the previous

No Banner in Baseball. 

No championship was given in baseball, aa 
six of the eight schools competing were 
found guilty of violating the schcol rule. The 
standing of the two faukless schools waa 
so low that the board of control decided to 
save the price of the banner. In the second- 
ary section Oak Park was awarded the 
honor by beating: Medill in the final. 

The baseball committee, headed by W. P. 
Morgan of Englewood, stirred up the biggest 


muss of years.. Through the untiring work 


of the three members, five students were 
declared guilty of professionalism, while at 
least twenty more were found violating the 
school rules by playing with teams not 
members of the league. This work was car- 
ried on through the football season, but not 
as many more scalps fell. 


U. High Track Champion. 
University High enjoyed another success- 
ful year in track and fleld events, winning 


the indoor and outdoor county, Beloit, Lake 


Forest, and Illinois meets. Oek Park came 
with a rush at the close of the season and 
took the University.of Chicago invitation 
games, The Northwestern interscholastic 
fell to Evanston academy. 

Oak Park gained the football title for 
the second time with a team which was re- 
garded by many critics as good as any rep- 
resenting a high school team in the central 
west in years. After winning all games from 
the county teams, St. John’s Preparatory 
School for Boys of Danvers, Mass., was

With racing stopped in some of the old 
strongholds, other racing centers have at- 
tained more prominence, but the balance ig 
unfavorable. Kentucky, Maryland, Mon- 
tana, and some of the western states en- 
joyed good meetings, arid South Carolina has 
resisted efforts thus far to stop the sport, 
but the ultimate result is uncertain. 


Chicago Hopes Barren. 

Hopes, without rhyme or reason. of bring- 
ing back the game in Chicago were enter- 
tained by a certain clique at one time during 
the summer, but from what can be learned 
of the-plans the remedy would have been 
worse than the cure, even if possible of suc- 
cess, and no permanent good could have re- 
sulted from the movement. 

The outlook is not promising to those who 
really enjoy keen sport. The losses to breed- 
ing interests and owners of race horses have 
been tremendous, but the former turfmen 
are adjusting themselves to the new order of 
things and either playing out the narrowing 
string or transferring their activities to other 
lines of. endeavor.

A retrospective siant from the stern of the 
good ship 1011 falls to discern anything upon 
which to base a claim that the yachting 
season on Lake Michigan was much out of the 
ordinary.

Chicago Club Prosperous. 

Judged by activities in the contest line, its 
growing fleet and its remarkable sound finan- 
cial condition, the Chicage Yacht club must 
be ranked first among the three local clubs. 
This organization, through excellent admin- 
stration of its affairs, is entirely free from 
debt and has a substantial balance to its cred- 
it, while its membership list practically i 
filled. A number of additions during the 1911

‘Most inventors have in the first place an en- 
larged and biased idea of the value of their 
inventions, thinking of the values in 
thousands of dollars, judging from what they 
have read. and any man who would offer them

Re- 
turn to the inner boiler and set over the 
fre. [It is safe? to drop à bit of soda the 
size of a pea into the milk before it goes 
Into eggs and sugar.) Stir, and cook fo, 
tem minutes, or until you have a nice cus- 
tard. Let it get perfectly cold and then 
beat in two cupfuls of chopped crystallized 
fruite—peaches, plums, cherries, apricots, 
limes, and pineapple—whatever you hap- 
pen to like and to heve. Beat in the juice 
and half the grated peel of a lemon and a 
glass of cherry, when the “pudding” is 
half frozen, opening the freezer to do this, 
without taking it from the ice and salt 
Stir m quickly and from the bottom to 
mix the ingredients thoroughly and pre- 
vent the fruit from sinking to the bottor 
of the freezer.

Worth While and Practical Household Eeonaesion 


Odds and ends are bound to accumulate in 
every household, but it rests with those in 
authority whether they shall be made use of 
or thrown away. The kitchen is especially 
noticeable for producing these odds and ends, 
many of which may be put to some second 
purpose after the first time of using. 

Egg shells when washed Yorm the best 
medium possible for clearing coffee, soups, 
and jellies, while for scouring enameled 
saucepans or the rims of pie dishes egg 
shells are particularly good. Tea leaves are 
utilized for removing dust from carpets, but 
they should be thoroughly washed before- 
hand, or they will be Hable to leave a stain 
upon all that they come in contact with. 
Tea leaves are also good for scouring water 
bottles when they show signs of discoloring. 
They are also soothing to tired eyes when 
spread thickly over a bandage and tied 
tightly over them while resting. 

Coffee grounds are beneficial when mixed 
with earth and used in flower pots and window 
boxes, where they serve as a fertilizer. Roses 
are said to bloom particularly well in thia 
mixture. Potato parings are not only good} 
for pigs and chickens to eat, but if they are 
thoroughly dried they may be converted into 
excellent fuel, and will take the piace of sticks 
when lighting fires. They will also clean 
water bottles. Banana skins make éxcel- 
lent leather polishers, especially for brown 
shoes. Corks dipped in knife polish are 
excellent as knife cleaners. 

Ashes diluted in water are also good for 
scouring discolored glass jars or water bot- 
tles and for scouring steel knives, while 
for cake baking a layer of ashes strewn 
over the surface of a baking sheet keeps the 
bottom of a cake tin cool, and helps to dis- 
tribute the heat of the oven more evenly. 
Scraps of soap need never be wasted. They 
may be finely shredded into an earthen-., 
ware jar, the pleces covered with cold water 
and the jar placed in a moderate oven until 
melted. When cold, it is soap jelly. It will

melted before using.

CATHOLIC WOMAN'S LEAGUM—We, 
with our 700 members, have borne out the 
old time fairy story, “ All good things go in 
threes.“ The settlement house of the league 
on the south, north, and west sides reached in 
1911 an average daily attendance of ninety 
mothers and twice that number of children. 
Kindergartens, domestic segience classes, l- 
braries, free dispensaries, holiday entertain- 
ments and giving, summer picnics and out- 
ings bear testimony to the unflagging seal 
and generosity of those club members who 
for seventeen years have labored for the good 
et the working poor. With this there has 
been a counterbalance of attention to the 
polite arts. 

The climax of our endea vor, as it were, 
rests in the establishment last year of a pro- 
tectorate for young giris, 400 of whom have 
sought counsel and direction at the protecto- 
rate office, open since May (at 7 West Madi- 
son street. Representatives of the league are 
in court and at the railway stations to assist 
in safeguarding young girls, strangers in the 
city, or those not hedged about with proper 
home influence. This new activity of the 
league has been taken up enthusiastically by 
the members, and as all girla who need care 
receive it promptly without discrimination 
the league looks for the generous codperation 
of all thinking people who realize the temp- 
tations of young girisin a large city and have 
the well being of humankind and the com- 
munity at heart. 

LEAGUE OF COOK COUNTY CLUBS— 
We have stood behind every measure brought 
to our attention for alleviating the condition 
of working women. We dave used our per- 
sona} and club influence for every law pro- 
tecting children. ‘Our. work fs more to in- 
fluence other clubs to specific action than 
to take aggressive action as an organization. 

WOMAN'S CITY CLUB—We have estab- 
lished a vocational bureau for children; also 
public civic centers in the schools. Public 
sentiment has been aroused concerning 
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bathing beaches and city waste. Our agita- 
tion for better police stations and jails has 
been far reaching, the committee's report 
having been given about forty times before 
other clubs. 

SOUTH SIDE MONDAY CLUB—We have 
secured many needed improvements in the 
Dighth ward. 

KLIO ASSOCIATION—The greatest work 
of the Klio association last year was in 
maintaining a noon day rest for girls, where, 
in spite of the high cost of living. they can 
get an excellent meal for 5 cents a dish. 
They haye added suppers on certain evenings 
followed by lecture programs for girls ¢m- 
ployed. There are Friday evening classes 
where lessons in many branches by well 
established teachers may be secured for 10 
cents each. 

THE CHICAGO WOMAN'S ATD—We have 
maintained through the year a social service 
nurse, who follows all poverty cases from 
Mercy ‘hospital in the home and gives in- 
structlon in the care of the health. She also 
visits the dlepensary cases. We maintained 
in Michael Reese hospital a kindergarten 
for convalescent children. We contributed 
to institutions that depend for support on 


money given them. 


DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN 
REVOLU TION—We have done a great work 
in educating foreign born children to a rever- 
ence for the American flag. We consider 
that the improvement of human beings is the 
highest form of patriotism. This year we 
dave held regular meetings in various parts 
of the eity teaching the little foreigners the 
meaning of the flag, and bringing them to 
take the pledge to it. 

THE ISALAH WOMAN'S CLUB—We have 
bought prayer books for strangers coming to 
the temple and have had the temple re- 
carpeted. We contributed to the Isaac M. 
Wige memorial fund of the Hebrew Union 


college. to the Chicago Hebrew inatitute, to 


the religious schoo! at the Chicago Home for 
Jewish Friendless, to the education of three 
Jewish deaf children, to the fund providing 
poor Jews with matzos for the passover week,

THE DOUGLAS PARK WOMAN'S CLUB 
~The club is promoting the welfare of the 
child by supplying yearly 100 or more pairs 
of shoes for the needy school children of the 
nerthweat side. This work was called to 
their attention by a truant officer, who 
claimed that many children were out of 
school for want of shoes. 

THE MATHESIS CLUB—We have sup- 
ported two rooms (two beds in a room) in the 
Englewood hospital, which the club fur- 
nished some time ago. We have made con- 
tributions to the Salvation army, Maternity 
home, Juvenile Protective, association, Chi- 
cago Permanent School Extension work, 
Gad's Hill center, and have helped the gar- 
ment workers with clothing and money. 

THE WABANSIA RELIEF SOCIETY.— 
We have aided and visited 161 persons during 
the year. We have given out $1,017.41, twen- 
ty-five tons of coal, $85 worth of milk and 
eggs, besides clothing and provisions. We 
had a Christmas party for children and old 
people, at which we gave out provisions, 
clothing, toys, and books. 

THE CARLETON LITERARY CLUB. 
The club has worked for and contributed 
money to the Chicago Permanent School ex- 
tension, We visited and contributed home 
delicacies to the inmates of the Old People’s 
home at Altenheim. We contributed a mod- 
est sum to the Good Fellow fund of Tux 
TRIBUNE. We carried baskets laden with 
food and delicacies and flowers to the homes 
of the needy on Thanksgiving day: We vis- 
ited and promoted the interests of the chil- 
dren in the play grounds. 

THE DEBORAH AND DEBORAH JI 
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Our principal work last year was in estab- 
lishing and maintaining the Deborah Boys’ 
club. We assist the Glenwood Farm school, 
the Bowmanville Parental school, the Geneva 
Industrial School for Girls, and the Dunning 
Hospital for the Insane. We house, clothe, 
educate, and find employment for dependent 
boys. ‘ 

THE HULL HOUSE WOMAN’S CLUB.— 
The club maintains a “ linen chest,” which

cluding bedding, shoes, stockings, under- 
wear, coats, dresses, etc. These garments 
are distributed by the visiting nurse of the 
district to the poor in the neighborhood.

THE OPEN DOOR CLUB—We have helped 
to secure a cooking equipment during the 
year for the Ole A. Thorpe school. We have 
circulated and presented to Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young @ petition for a kindergarten in this 
school, which is now under consideration. 
We packed and sent a box to the Esther 
Falkenstein Settlement house. 

THE MILLARD AVENUE WOMAN'S

The lumber business of Chicago has con- 
tinued to maintain its position of importance 
and influence during the last year. The vol- 
ume for the entire season will probably not 
equal that of the preceding year. Trade 
conditions were yery unfavorable the first 
half of the year, but there has been a steady 
improvement in the latter half. 

The demand for lumber for building pur- 
poses has been considerable during the en- 
tire year. The difficulties on account of the 
labor conditions, were a retarding feature. 
Manufacturing companies, owing to the im- 
business conditions, have been steady 
buyers. The railroads, car companies, etc., 
‘within the last few months have been pur- 
chasing more freely, so that we consider the 
indications for 1912 are favorable. 


Meeting Public Sentiment. 

Since 1907 there has been a steady improve · 
ment in business conditions, slow, and at 
times scarcely perceptible, but on a firm foun- 
dation. For years there has been a growing 
public sentiment against the methods of so- 
calied dig business, referring to the rall- 
road companies and large corporations. For 
the purpose of correcting the evils, and sat- 
isfying these complaints, laws have been en- 
acted.

INOREASE IN FLAT PROGRAM. 


Think Skyscraper Erection in 1912 
Will Be Equal to That of 1911. 


Some large contractors in Chicago are op- 
timistic for 1912 despite predictions of hard 
times resulting from the political uncer- 
tainty. They say known operations planned 
for the next twelve months guarantee a good 
average year, and they expeet the usual 
flood of unforeseen business. 

“There undoubtedly will be some depres- 
sion in the east, saidone. It will extend 
here to a limited extent, but there is no 
reason why we should be blue about it. I 
don't believe it will be serious. 

The industrial building in Chicago will 
show a much greater gain than thai in the 
east. Industries are coming here because 
they have found it the greatest market in 
the world. Most of their selling is ccne 
from the Chicago offices, and it is a subject 
of plain economy to have the manufacturing 
done here also, where raw materials are as 
easily available as in the east. 


Increase Over East Expected. 

“This is the present trend. All things 
considered the influx of new industries may 
not be heavy in 1912, but it will be striking 
in comparison with the gpowth of eastern 
business. 

I do not think either that skyscraper erec- 

tion in 1912 will be on so large a scale as ip 
1911, so far as new plans are concerned. 
Several big structures are going up, and 
these contracts alone will help to carry some 
contractors over a somewhat dull season.

HE year just ending has shown a note- 
worthy decrease from 1910 in the death 
rate in Chicago, amounting to 0.68 per 
thousand, and bringing the year's 
death rate to a fraction below that of 

1000. In the coming year there should bea 
still further decrease, unless the health de- 
partment overrates its ability. 

Under the administrations of Dr. W. A. 
Evans and Dr. George B. Young as city 
heaita commissioners more work has been 
done with an eye to the prevention of dis- 
eases than before. Chicago is naturally. a 


healthy city, but the department is devoting“ 


much of its energy to checking contagious 
diseases before they get started. 

Bulletins have been scattered through the 
city dealing with various diseases and de- 
scribing efficient means of preventing them 
Nurses have “ followed up” the bulletins 
with personal visits, and demonstrations 
in the tenement districts of just what to do 
under possible circumstances. Lectures are 
given free in social centers and in small 
parks and playgrounds. The department yf 
education has been asked and has consented 
to introduce special hygiene courses in the 
grade schools. Free medical service has 
been inaugurated wherever possible. Final- 
ly; the people of the tenements have been 
urged to get out of doors as much as possible.

the babies. Through the terrific heat of 
last summer, when deaths by sunstroke were 
four times those of 1910, every available 
physician and nurse of the health depart- 
ment was sent through the crowded tene- 
ment districts ministering to the occupants 
of the baking buildings. They paid particu- 
lar heed to the welfare of the babies. 48 
sisted by outside organizations—the Infant 
Welfare association, United Charities, Visit- 
ing Nurses’ association, and othere—the de- 
partment cut the baby death rate below the 
usual figure. 

The result is seen in the eleven mathe ro- 
port of the department, issued a short time 
ago. Deaths of babies of under 1 year were 
cut 9% per cent, and between 1 and 5 years, 
11% per cent, despite an increase in other 
‘classifications.

Industrial Depression and Reluctant 
Investors Hurt Big Sales. 


Manufacturers and dealers in electrical 
goods and supplies are optimistic for 1912, 
and predict a better year than that just 
passed, or one at least as good. The dealers 
selling small household goods predict a 
considerable improvement. Those selling 
more expensive machinery, used for indus- 
trial purposes, anticipate a fair average con- 
dition. 

“We are closing 1911 with a 5 per cent 
increase over sales for the corresponding 
period of 1910, said the representative of one 
of the largest electrical. industries in the 
world, having its largest plant in Chicago. 
„The increase has been contributed by the 
marketings in Chicago, where the depression 
has. been less severe than in the east. Chi- 


fered “rom depression much more than Chi- 


cago.”’ 
Fewer Large Sales. 

A feature of recent trade has been an in- 
crease in number of customers with a de- 
crease in volume per customer. The decrease 
in the large volume is, of course, due to the 
industrial depression and lack of inclination 
to invest heavily in new plants. 

The increase in small orders is traced to 
investments and installations by emall busi- 
ness houses, mall industries, and building 
owners for one purpose and another. Both 
tendencies may be expected to continue dur- 
ing the coming 

Reporte of v marketers in electrical 
goods and suppiles in Chicago agree on these 
points.

Teaming concerns in Chicago,.one of them 
the largest in the world, are expecting an- 
other good year. Managers say, large as 
has been the increase in the trangportation 
of freight by automobile trucks, the business 
of the teameters has not fallen off materially, 
but has simply established new lines. 

Next year will find Chicago streets better 
paved than over before.

Chicago Producers Think 1912 
Will Equal 1911, Best in 
Industry’s History. 


GAIN OF 25 PER CENT. 


City Now Third, Possibly Second, 
as Marketing Center of 
Product. — 


Chicago cement producers look for as good 
@ year in 1912 as that just passed, and 1911 
was the best in the industry’s history. 

They point out that the coming of the 
presidential year will have little effect on 
the industry or others connected with build- 
ing operations, If there is depression, it 
js delayed, with a ten months’ period de- 
tween the first sign of business depression 
and the time it strikes the building industry, 
owing to the long term between financing 
and construction. Similarly the business 
rallies more siowly than other industries. 

The year just ended has shown a gain of 
approximately 25 per cent over 1910, and 
Chicago as a marketing center now ranks 
third, or possibly second. New York has al- 
ways led. owing to the tremendous production | 
from the Lehigh cement plants, marketed 
largely on the seaboard.

The garment industry in Chicago, by which 
I mean the manufacture of ready to wear 
garments for women. missés, and children, 
has grown steadily and consistently for many 
years: Like all great industries, the mann- 
facture of*garments in Chicago had a very 
modes..-beginning. But that was more than 
half a century ago. 

In recent years the total output of Chicago 
manufacturers of women's and children’s 
ready to wear lines has been variously esti- 


mated at from $17,000,000 to $30,000,000 per 


annum. For many years an estimate was 
nothing but pure guerswork, but since the 
organization. of the Chicago Narment Manu- 
facturers’ aSfociation it ig easy to epproach 
the true situation. 

I should estimate the sales of Chicago mace 
garments during 1911 at about $24,000,000. In 
1900 they amounted to approximately 523.000. 
000. The year 1910 showed a of nearly 
5 per cent, and the industry during the year 
just closing has most certainly held its own. 
it would be unwise to claim a greater amount 
than $24,000,000, for any industry-manufac- 
turing goods for everyday use did well to 
hold its own during 1011. 


Garment Trade Big Industry. 


The extent of the garment maustry in Chi- ‘ 


cago—that is the manufacture of ready to 
wear garments for women and children, pro- 
duced by various coneerng and sold to deal - 
‘ers throughout the country—is not appreciat¢ 
ed by the people of Chicago. Thousands of 
merchants throughout the west havea much 
better conception of the output and the capi- 
tal employed in this work. 

In Chicago there are over 180 manufactur- 
ers of garments. whose output is sold to the 
dealer. The different manufacturers em- 
ploy upward of 10,000 workers, and. the 
weekly pay roll is about $150,000, or $8,000,000 
annually. 

The force of anlenmen employed by these 
manufacturers consists of about 250 men, 
who are paid another three-quarters of a mil- 
lion. per year. 

Naturally, the wages of the workers are 
spent, to a great extent, in Chicago. 

Since the organization of the Chicago Gar- 
ment Manufacturers’ association, which 
comprises about eighty-five manufacturers, 
there has been a noticeable improvement in 
the quality of the product. The association 
was formed for the ‘sole purpose of making 
known to dealers the advantages of Chicago 
as a garment market. It has done splendid 
work along this line. Fora year the associ- 
ation has publivhed its own paper. devoted 
exclusively to the Chicago garment indus- 
try. Different manufacturers have also used 
othe-> trade journals extensively. resulting in 
a better knowledge of the. product by all pro- 
gressive dealers in the territory naturally 
supplied by this great market. 


No Sweatshops Here. 

We have made known to dealers that Chi- 
cago ‘produces good garments, and that not 
one garment here is the product of a sweat- 
shop. In fact, Chicago garment factories are 
so well organized and the city inspection is 
so thorough that each dealer ts assured that 
the Chicago garment line which he handles 
was turned out in u santtary, well lighted fac- 
tory, where the work people are paid good 
wages. 

Chicago manufacturers have fully as much 
knowledge of st¥les, and as many facilities 
for obtaining ation, as the 
manufacturers dt any other American city. 

As a result of thé publicity campaign car- 
ried on by the tion, backed up by the 
garments of Chicago manufacturers, this 
city has forged to the front not only gs a con- 
venient and central location in which to buy 
garments but as a center of style, quality, 
and value. 

Conditions here are wholesome. competi- 
tion is keen. Freight. rates are low. Ship- 

y be made quickly. The style and 
e garments produced here have 
been the 8 3 them in a great 
numder of Chicago retail stores, where they

tinues to increase in population and develop- 
ment, along the natura! lines. and when this 
Period of readjustment has been passed, and 
constructive legislation has been enacted, so 
that financial interests will know how and 
on what lines they may continue their own 
development, so as to comply with the laws, 
better and more prosperous conéitions should 
be with us than ever before. 

The lumber business has particularly suf. 
fered in the last four years, owing to a sur- 
plus of saw milll capacity, overproduction 
of lumber on account of the lesser demand, 
which could be largely traced to the lack of 
purchages for railroads and manufacturing 
com panies.

Next year is expedted to show a consider: 
able increase in the sale of these products. 
say dealers, who are inclined to he pessimistic 
on the future of the main dry goods business 
itself. 

“The gain ih novelties has beer the most 
ourprising feature of our trede in recent 
years,” said one of the managers. “A few 
years ago we found we were losing trade 
because we lacked novesties, that many buy- 
ere in search ot these, particularly good em- 
proideries, were forced to go to New Tork 
for them, an incidentally did their main buy- 
ing there. 

“There was a concerted movement among

Plans Relate te Two Track 
Bores for Express Service 


on “L” Roads. 


FUNDS ARE AVAILABLE. 


Annual Traction Rents Sufficient 
to Take Care of Constrec- 
: tion Cost. 


The subway commission predicts that ac- 
tual construction on a rapid transit system 
will be started by July 1 next. An appro- 
priation of $2,200,000 has been asked and the 
commission hopes to be able to spend the 
major portion of it during the next twelve 


months. 

All ot the plans and predictions relate, to 
two track bores for express service og the 
elevated roads. Subways for the surface 
lines, according to the present program, will 
not be considered until later. 

The all important question of. the necessary 
funds, which has blocked so many improve- 
ments, is not involved at present. There is 
available in cash today $6,165,260 for sub- 
way construction. To this will be added 
by April 1 about $1,400,000. This $7,500,000 
is the total of the compensation in hand and 
due from the surface traction companies un- 
der the 1907 ordinances. 


Cost Nearly $10,000,000. 

The engineers estimate the cost of the rapid 
transit subways at $9,812,000, including * 
reasonable allowance for damages, As it 
will take several years to complete the work 
the annual traction rents will be sufficient to 
take care of the construction costs, on the 
above estimate, as the digging progresses, 

The advance made during 1011 toward 
really getting subways lies chiefly in the ap- 
pointing of a commission of engineers to 
prepare plans and supervise construction. 
This body consists of City Engineer John 
Ericson, chairman; B. C. Shankland, and 
J. J. Reynolds. They reached the conclusion 
that there is little of value in all of the in- 
formation and data heretofore collected. It 
is their opinion that all of the plane presented 
to the local transportation dommittee have 
one or more serious defects. 

They have taken the best features of all, 
eliminated the demerita, and now have a 
tentative plan ready for the local transporta-. 
tion committee of the city council, Detailed 
and working plang cannot be made to ad- 
vantage until the committee and council de- 
cide upon the routes These questions are 
now pending. 

The commission suggests a two track bore 
donnecting the South Side elevated with the 
Oak Park. The decline from the south side 
line u to be on private property between 


State street and Wabash avenue, fust south

Wih two sides of the loop eliminated and 
through service installed, it is estimated 
that the capacity per hour wil? be increased | 
over three times. Another phase of the pian 
ie the abolition of the elevated loop and 
the substitution therefor of small individual 
loops for each road. This idea would not 
reduce the capacity of the roads, in the 
epinion of the commission. 

The commission has prepared some figures 
comparing capacities of the elevated roads 
without and with thé subways, These are 
made on an hour basis The preaent loop 
| has. a capacity of 622 care and the stub ter- 
minals 298 cara, making‘ a total of 015 cars. 

The subways will take care of 1,600 care, 
and the proposed small terminals will have 
about the same capacity. In other words, 
the engineers figure that the elevated roads 


could bring 8,200 cars to the lop district | 


with the gubways, while now they only bring |

sents that the present capacity is 45,750, 
while with subways the number could be 
160,000.

Plans for Appraisal. 


As a preliminary to consolidation an ap- 
praisal of the elevated properties must be 
made. To do this work Mayor Harrison 
has appointed the three members of the sub- 
way commission and George Weston, and 
the elevated roads have selected Prof, 
George F. Swayne of Harvard university. 
He has been a member for years of the Bos- 
ton transit commission and the engineer of 
the Massachusetts state rafl way commiegion. 
These five men have started work. 

The value of the surface lines was fixed in 
the ordinance granted each. Those values 
plus the cost of the rehabilitating to date 
gives the present purchase price, should the 
city desire to buy. That figure two months

no better than to formulate the plan 
under which our banking business is con- 
ducted today. I do not mean to imply that 
the purpose in the adoption of our banking 
laws was to concentrate financial power in 
Wall street, but in actual operation they ger. 
tainty have worked to just this result... 
There has been much talk about the danger 


of centralization’ in connection with plans 


of banking reform that na ve been. 

What I should. have made clear to the 
people ot the United States is that we have 
today the most dangerous form of contralim- 
tion in this country, because it is the cen- 
tratization of credit, because it fs unauthor- 
ized, unregulated, ang uncontrolled. 

It was not brought About by design, but 
by natural evolution in financial affairs, un- 
restrained by any artificial barriers. This 
development has gone on for many years 
until the concentration of credit has brought 
about more than any one. center cares to 
stand, even if it is ae strong and as power- 
ful as New York ie today. 


Easy for People to Change. 

The situation cannot be met merely by 
hurling expletives or bricks at Wall street. 
It is one for which the American people 
themselves are responsible, since they could 
change it easily enough, if they willed. Iam 
giad to say, that there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will change it in the near 
future. 

It is a fact well understood among bank- 
erm and business men that at present banks 
in the central reserve cities, in Chicago and 
st. Louis, and also many other . banks 
throughout the country, in fish times send 
much of their surplus cash to New York 
banks to get demand interest of 2 per cent. 
Banks not in central reserve cities also keep 
alarge part of their legal reserve balances 
there. Thus New York is the largest and 
by far the most important final reserve 
center of bank balances. New York banks 
im thelr operatigns are obliged to consider 
the fact that they may be drawn upon at 
any time, from all over the country, for part 


of the regular legal reserve and for all the 


surplus reserve on deposit with them, 


Money Incentive to Speculation, 

At the same time, these New York banks, 
in order to recover the 2 per cent interest 
which they pay for this money and to earn 
a profit above this amount, which is one of 
the things that bankers are in business for, 
must in turn loan it out. Some of it Is 
loaned on commercial paper, but much more 
of it is loaned to stock exchange houses in 
the form of call loans on stocks and bonds 
as collateral. These call loans arise mostly

Burma Needs Rice Machines. 

“There is a large market in Burma for 
rice machinery. Up to within a few years 
age Great Britain had a monopoly of this 
trade. Lately, however, a large number of 
German machines have been imported. 
About three years ago a German manufac- 
turer sent out 4 representative with some 
rice mills. An office was established in Ran- 
goon, where demonstrations were made. 
For the first yéar the expenses of this repre- 
sentative were greater than the sales, but to- 
day this firm ie doing a flourishing business. 

A eimiler plan must be adopted by Amer- 
ican manufacturers in order to obtain a 
share of this trade. Rice machinery will be 
purchased only after an actual demonstra- 
tion upon the spot. There is also a market 
for peanut shellers and peanut oil machines, 
light plowe and agricultural implements, oil 
engines, stone crughing machinery, food 
products, canned butter, milk, and fruit, 
salmon, and confectionery packed in ber- 
metically sealed tins or bottles. 

„Sweet biscuits have become popular 
among the natives. Thisarticie, for the Ran- 
goon market, must be packed in air tight 
tins. Breakfast foods and other provisions 
|. will not keep in this climate in the ordi- 
nary cardboard boxes such as are used in 
the United States. It ie essential to pack in 
absolutely air tight containers. 


Waste Cost of Freight. 

Many importers complain that the Amer- 
ican exporters fail to use most necessary 
methods of packing and that many Amer- 
ican goods are ruined beforé sales can be 
made.

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From the remarks made by heads of nu- 
merous industries in Chicago, it is not un- 
likely that 1012 will see the formation of a 
cotperative organization for tho extension 
of foreign trade. There are several local 
manufactories adding many thousands of 
dollars to their revenue through their for- 
eign customers. Advices from American 
,consuls in Europe, in the orient, and espe: 
‘cially in Bouth America are to the effect that | 
a moderate amount of study and energy will ; 
increase foreign sales enormously. 

The agencies that hold back American 
trade include: 

Lack of energy in pushing American 
products. 

Unscientific methods of dealing with 
foreign buyers. 

Salesmen’s ignorance of language and 
customs and conditions. 

Too much “ bluff” and rank discour- 
tesy. 

Poor packing of goods. 

Obstacles Can Be Beaten. 

The array of obstacles to trade is a for- 
midable one. It is the more beyond under- 
standing in that every one of the obstacles 
can be overcome. Investigators say there 
is generally a warm feeling for the United 
States and a genuine desire to buy American 
goods if treatment is fair—except in numer- 
ous quarters where salesmen from other 
countries are abusing America end trying to 
obtain as much business as is possible. 

This exception is an important one and a 
dangerous one. It is to counterbalance its 
effect that American trade bodies are consid- 
ering organization. 

Chicago's opportunity is probably as great 
as that of any city in the country. One or 
more through freight trains run daily to 
each of the main seaports of the United 
States and Canada, and, with the centrai 
market as the assembling point for all such 
trade routes to the orient, to Europe, and 
the South American republics, a vast trad », 
now unfelt, may well be built up.

Our parents thought there was 
no leather like French kid for shoes, but our 
home tanners have effectually destroyed this 
trade in the United States by. producing a 
better article than the imported leather, and 
our people have turned away from it, pre- 
ferring to use calfskin and leathers made 
from split cowhides and finished handsomely 
and attractively.

Northwest Shipments Less. 

Cattle ralsers of the corn belt raised and 
marketed hearly as many cattlé as in 1910 
but the northwest ranchman, deprived of 
much of the free range of former years, 
shortened his shipments by more than 100, 
000 head. Aggre@até receipts of all cattle at 
Chlieago for the year, as & consequence, fell to 
approximately 2,060,000 heat, as contrasted 
to actual arrivals of 3,062,058 head in 1010.
